sistant, Emil Leonhardt, recorded the sixty- 
first license Tuesday afternoon, they ven- 
tured the hope that a large part of the 
annual horde of Thanksgiving license seek- 
ers had been provided for.

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Hidden somewhere in the city is a des- 
perately wounded highwayman, the target 
of Patrolman Louis Lang, in a running pis- 
tol fight Tuesday at midnight. 

Stcggered twice by the rapid fire of the 
police officer, the highwayman sent three 
bullets toward his pursuer, fell to his 
knees at the mouth of a dark alley and 
crawled into its friendly darkness. 

Lang was blinded by the first shot of the 
fugitive, discharged six feet fr his face. 
The glare of the shot hot from the pistol 
barrel blotted the form of his assailant 
from his sight and made him reel. 

The fierce duel was taken up in earnest 
and the neighborhood resounded with the 
staccato of firearms, attracting nearly 100 
persons, who chased the officer and his 
quarry over a course of several blocks. 

In the holdover of the Four Courts 
station Charles Muckeridge, a waiter, who 
gives his address as 110 North Fourteenth 
street, is incarcerated, partly identified as 
one of two well-dressed men who robbed 
‘the saloon of Cesar Repetto, Fifteenth 
and Pine streets, and that of Joseph Ginoc- 


chio, Sixteenth and Olive streets, three

BANK ROBBED: 


WATCHMAN SHOT 


Four Burglars Shatter a Safe 
at Emden, IIl, 


THEY GET AWAY WITH $2000 


CITIZEN, WITH GAG IN MOUTH, 
SAW THE ROBBERY. 


Watchman Sanford at Delavan Fatally 
Wounded in Attempting to Arrest 
the Burglars on a Train. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEKIN, lil, Nov. 2.—The Farmers’ Bank 
of Emdén, 20 miles south of Pekin, was 
blown open this morning by burglars and 
$2000 in currency stolen. 

In an attempt to arrest the robbers at De- 
lavan, Night Watchman James Sanford was 
shot and fatally wounded. The thieves are 
still at large. 

About+2:45 @’élock the report of a charge 
of dynamite was heard, and it awakened A. 
G. Alberts, who resides two blocks from the 
bank. He went out and ran toward the bank 
when suddenly two men, one masked, cOov- 
ered him with their revolvers. They biind- 
folded him, bound him hana and foot, and 
took him into the rear room of the bank, 
where they tied him to a sofa. They then 


gageed him. 

Three more charges of dynamite were 
used, and the vault was completely shat- 
tered. 

Mr. Alberts saw everything that took 
place, and gives a good description of the 
: em. He had never seen any of them be- 
ore. 

They operated, he says, in a deliberate 
wax, the larger of the gang—there were 
three men in the bank and one on picket 
outside—directing the work. They used 
regular burglars’ tools, drilling two holes 
in the safe. The men worked dye ox and 
spoke little. One carried a satchel into 
which the money was placed. The vault 
contained $400 in silver in bags. This the bur- 
giars declined to take, one remarking: ‘‘It’s 
too heavy and don’ t amount to more than a 
hundred or so.’ 

When the work had been completed the 
men quit the bank and breaking open the 
door of the Iliriois Central section house, 
took a handcar and started toward Dela- 
van, seven miles northwest. 

Alberts succeeded in freeing himself 
from bag and bonds and soon spread the 
alarm elavan was promptly notified, as 
it was thought the men would discard the 
handcar there and attempt to get aboard 
the first passing train. 

At 5 o’clock the “Hummer” freight train 
on the Alton pulled into Delavan, Night 
Watchman James Sanford and Capt. Perry 
of the policé, searched the train and San- 
ford spied two men in a car. 

Sanford advanced on the men and called 
upon them to surrender. All four of the 
robbers sprang towa-‘s Sanford and one 
fired a shot, the bul’ #” assing\!:rough the 
watchman’s groin. i fell and the thieves 
pushed him off the car. 

Meantime, the engineer, who knew noth- 
ing of the tragedy on his train, had start- 
ed and it was soon out of Delavan, 

At Minter, 15 miles north, the engineer 
saw four men jump from his train and 
make haste totWard the timber. Posses 
were organized and now the whole country 
round about is béing scoured in search of 
the men.

Has Closed, 


THE END CAME LAST NIGHT 


HIS FATAL ILLNESS BEGAN IN 
AUGUST. 


Blood Poison, Followed by an Acute 
Attack of Kidney Disease—His 
Public Record. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 28.—United States 
Senator Cushman Kellogg Davis, chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations in 
the Senate, died at his home in this city 
at 8:48 o'clock this evening, after an ill- 
ness of two months. He has suffered 
greatiy during his sickness, and gradually 


_ ®ank away, Peing unconscious for several 


hours before death, and so far as could be 


known, suffering no pain. 


Senator Davis’ iliness began in August, 
when he was obliged to withdraw from the 
political campaign through the abrasion of 
the skin of a tce, and which developed into 
a mild case «f blood poison. Little was 
thought of this affliction at the time, but 
three weeks ago it became necessary to am-

putate the toe to save further complications. 
Bince then the foot was lanced several 
times, and finally began to heal. Then a 
kidney complication appeared, which was 
called acute inflammation of the kidneys.

For the past 
three days Senator Davis has been wildly

ARMY PLAN FOR 
i 00 TROOPS 


Provisions of the. Bill Have 
Been Agreed On. 


'TO BE ON ELASTIC BASIS 


PRESIDENT WILL HAVE POWER 
TO DOUBLE COMPANIES. 


The Scheme Contemplates Enlistment 
of 15,000 Native Filipinos, 
to Be Officered by 
Americans. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—A virtual agree- 
ment upon the essential features of pro- 
posed legislation for the army was reached 
last night by war department officials, with 
the President's approval and that of the 
congressional leaders. It provides for a 
permanent standing army organization with 
a minimum strength of 60,000 men, to be in- 
creased as occasion demands by doubling 
the size of companies in the discretion of 
the President as commander-in-chief and 
subject to the limitation of annual appro- 
priations. The new line organization will 
provide officers about 400 in ex- 
cess of those at present in the regular es- 
tablishments to meet the requirements of 
companies of 70 men each. These companies 
may be increased to 140 men each without 
additional officers. Permanent allowances 
will be made for 18,000 artillerymen in regi- 
mental organization, who are needed to 
care for the coast defences. 

The framers of the adopted plan favor 
empowering the President to enlist natives 
in the Philippines not to exceed 15,000 men, 
as needed to be organized in regiments 
with American officers, after the English 
manner of fighting rebellious natives with 
their ‘own people. Gen. MacArthur has 
urged this si and given assurances that 
he gan easily select experienced of- 
ficers from the volunteers in his division 
and will have no difficulty in getting de- 
sirable enlistments for an efficient and loyal! 
native contingent similar to the Macabebe 
cavalry, now 600 strong. 

The new permanent organization, 60,000 
Strong, is confidently believed to be in- 
sured, not a doubt being expressed by war 
department officials and, congressional lead- 
ers that the House and Senate are prepared 
to agree promptly to the new military basis. 
As to the elastic features involving the dis- 
cretionary power of the President to in- 
créase the size of companies to not more 
need double their strength, there is some 

oubt.

Basil Doerhoefer has resigned as director 
of the Continental Co. and as general man- 
ager of the rehandling plant in this city. 
Marcus Doerhoefer, brother of John and 
Basil Doerhoefer, has tendered his resigna- 
tion as general manager of the plug factory 
here. It is said in Loufsville that the 
three resignations mean that the Doerhoef- 
er brothers, who have been such a power 
in the affairs of the trust since its organi- 
zation, have severed their connection with

OBSTACLES IN THE WORK OF SE- 
LECTING A JURY. 


Deputy Sheriffs Become Rough Riders 
Through the Country, Summoning 
the Needed Veniremen From 
the Farms. 


Special to the Post-Dirpatch. 

BUDORADO, Kan., Nov. 2.—The friends 
of Jessie Morrison are standing by her with 
fealty that is realty sublime. Not a relative 
in the community has slighted the frail lit- 
tle woman who is being tried for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Olin Castle. Father, brothers 
and sister are in court daily. 

Hg sister, Mra. Eller, was in the court 
room again this morning, her 3-year-old 
child piaying about her knees. Occasionally 
the child stood by the side of the prisoner, 
who placed a hand upon the little one’s 
curls. 

It is well that Butler County is one of 
the wealthy counties of Kansas, for the 
trial of Jessie Morrison will cost the coun- 
ty about $10,000. There are about 100 wil- 
nesses in the Morrison case. They receive 
$1.50 a day. So that for every day that this 
army of witnesses is in attendance the 
county must pay $150. The jurors who are 
fummoned receive $2 a day for attendance 
and 6 cents a mile for the distance which 
they travel. The long time sure to be spent 
in the trial of the case, the great number 


of witnesses and jurors summoned and the 
fees paid to the sheriff and his deputies 
will combine to make the amount of ex- 
pense for thia trial great. 

But this case is to be tried—at least this 
seems to be the attitude of the court at 
peepent—It every man in the county has to 


summoned in order to obtain a jury of | 


12 competent men. 

There is on record one case in 
which never came to trial because there 
were not competent jurors enough in the 
county to form a jury. The case was in 
Stevens County about eight years ago. 
There Were not more than about 200 men 
on the assessment list of the county who 
could be summoned as jurors. And there 
weré not twelve among those who did not 
know too much about the case to act as 
jurers. The man on trial was James Bren- 
nan, the slayer of Col. Sam Woed, in a 
fight growing out of a contest fér a county 
|geat, and the prisoner was released be- 
cause, under the law, the court could not 
send for jurors outside of the county. 

Ag the Morrison case proceeds the curl- 
osity of the people of Hidorado and those 
who come to town increases. The court- 
room is always crowded and among the 
eager spectators there were today as many 
women as men. Those who have not seen 
Jessie Morrison are curious to get a look 
at her. Women who come into the court 
stand and stare at her. But they have only 
the satisfaction of seeing her back, 
cause she sits always with her face to 
the judge and the jury, and her back to 
the room full of spectators. Jessie Mor- 
rison has been complaining much of late 
of headache and her eyes show that she 
suffers pain. But she never loses her com- 

sure while she is in the courtroom, and 

ave Whitehead, the ta:i deputy sheriff 
who has been her special guard during her 
imprisonment, says that she is calm and 
never restiess while she is in her cell. 
She has spent much time in reading va- 
rious magazines and books, but she does 
not look at books or newspapers now, but 
sits pouring over her bible.

Farmers 
were Pee from the slumber of midnight 
by the heavy knock of the sheriffs on the 
door and told that at daylight they must 
start for the courthouse in Eldvrado. They 
were given no time for preparation, and on 
many of the farms of Butler County today 
the women are feeding the stock and dome 
the heavy work of the men, while their 
husbands are at court.

FOR FIVE BATTLESHIPS AND SIX 
ARMORED-CRUISERS. 


Restrictions Made Limit Bidders and 
Permit Some of the Vessels to Be 
Built on the Pacific Coast. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Eleven ar- 
mored ships, to cost about $66,000,000 when 
finished, are attracting shipbuilding ex- 
perts to the navy department this week. 
They will make final studies of the plans 
and specifications to win in the great com- 
petition 11 days hence, when the bids will 
be opened for perhaps the largest con- 
struction contracts ever undertaken at a 
single time by the government. 

The amount at stake at noon on Dec. 7, 
according to the congressional appropria- 
tion for hulls and machinery alone, will 
aggregate 342,000,000 and within this. sum 
the bids will be confined, the remaining $24,- 
900,000 required to furnish the guns, armor, 
equipment and stores of the vessels being 
reserved by the navy department for ex- 
penditure after the vessels are launched 
and nearly ready for service. 

Certainty of brisk competition has been 
brought about by the peculiar wording of 
two appropriation acts authorizing these 
ships and by the delay in designing the 


which the lepartment took advantage in 


stipulating that all bids be opened on a 
single day. The act of March 3, 1899, pro- 
vided for three battleships and three ar- 
mored cruisers and the act of June 7,. 1900, 
added two more battleships and three ar- 
mored cruisers, each class under both acts 


being identical and the limit of cost for 
hulls and machinery for each yessel — 
$3,600,000 in the case of the battleships an 
$4,000,000 in the case of the cruisers. 

The probable distribution of the con- 
struction of the 11 big vessels has become 
very interesting in view of an interpreta- 
tion of the two acts of Congress by — 
Advocate-General Lemly of the navy. e 
finds that the Pacific coast, under the two 
acts, can secure three battleships and one 
cruiser, or three cruisers and one battleship, 
or two battleships and two cruisers. That 
coast is entitled to not more than four. ves- 
sels, being limited to two under each act.

CEN. EAGAN ASKS 
REINSTATEMENT 


Wants to Vindicate His Em- 
balmed Beef Record. 


HIS RETIREMENT IS DEMANDED 


SUSPENDED SIX YEARS ON FULL 


PAY AND ALLOWANCES. 


Since He Will Not Retire Congress 
Will Be Asked to Make a Law 
That Will Force Him 
to Quit. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28. — Charles P. 
Eagan, commissary general of subsistence 
of the army, has come to Washington, it 
is understood, to appeal to the President 
for a pardon and for restoration to duty 
He was suspended from his rank and office 
for a term of six years on Feb. 7, 1899, for 
his language before the court of inquiry on 
army beef. 

He called at the White House, but 
he failed to see the President, who, it is 
generally rumored; offered some time ago 
to remit the sentence of the court mar- 
tial provided Gen. Eagan will apply for re- 
tirement. This Gen. Eagan has refused to 
do, it is said, contending that he is en- 
titled to return to duty and vindicate him- 
self before retiring. Under the law Gen. 
Eagan does not reach the age of regular 
retirement until Jan. 16, 1906, although the 
President could cause his retirement with- 


out application when he becomes 62 years 
old. 

In the meantime Gen. Eagan can be fe- 
tired only upon his own application on 
account of 30 years’ service. Under the

Two of the boats in charge of Chief Offi- 
cer Muskar and Third Officer Kenberg, 
with 37 men, well supplied with Sansa 
goods, but having only two small breakers 
of water for each boat, pushed off to cross 
the gulf and get assistance in the track of 
Steamers. We had the other two boats 
swung out handy and provisioned. 

“The wreck had a very heavy list to port. 
Daybreak revealed 440 yards away a low 
with juts of rocks here and 
there, lying up very large. Over these oc- 
casional rises of roek boomed, a very bad, 
heavy surf. 

A solitary black Somali man, clad in only 
a loin cloth, stood upon the sands, and 
beckoned to us. Three hours later there 
were 300 Somali men, clad in loin cloths 
and flourishing spears, guns, darts and 
bows and arrows. which, upon a signal 
from the chief Somali man, they began 
discharging at the ship. The guns were 
rifles of the Moorish type. Darts, spears 
and bullets fell about 50 yards short into 
the surf. 

As we were hauling our boats around the 
stern into calmer water the natives, just 
like fish, and without as much as a bit of 
bark to float upon, plunged into the surf 
and made for'the wreck. To repel their 
attack we had only one toy preter, which 
would not have dented a sardine box. 

‘Thousands cr sharks rolled and gaped 
with hunger around the ship, their dirty 
white bellies flashing as they darted for 
flotsam from the wreck. The black Jpirates 
paid not the slightest attention to the 
finny sea robbers. 

“As soon as we were at a safe distance 
we lay on our oars. The wleckn swarmed 
up beats’ falls and tackle, yelling and 
dancing in piratical puaoure as they be- 
gan to strip the wrec 

‘Capt. Burkill saw a spearman run to 
the side with his bicycle and toss it over- 
board to a fellow, who swam ashore with 
the loot as if it had been really useful to 
him. They threw every bit of gear to the 
others tn the water.

LONDON, Nov. 28.—Two mysteries in for- 
eign politics remain unsolved. The first is 
the difficulty in enforcing death sentences 
against Chinese princes. The second is Lora 
Salisbury’s neglect to give notice to the 
powers of the annexation of the Transvaal. 
The most reasonable explanation offered in 
diplomatic circles is the unwillingness of 
the British foreign office to precipitate the 
downfall of the French ministry, the ex- 
change of courtesies between French offi- 


clals and Mr. Kruger would have been im- 
practicable if this notice had been formally 
served and neither the president nor the 
premier, nor the ministry would have been 
spared if Mr. Kruger had not been 
received with proper state and ceremony.
